Money Math: Lessons for Life is a four-lesson curriculum 
supplement designed for students, grades 7-9, who will learn math 
concepts using real-life examples from personal finance. The 86-

page book features a teacher's guide with lesson plans, reproducible activity pages, and 
teaching tips. A teacher needs only one copy of Money Math to teach several classes of 
students. 

Free to teachers, Money Math was developed by the Center for Entrepreneurship and 
Economic Education at the University of Missouri - St. Louis, in accordance with 
national school mathematics standards. The lessons were tested in Missouri schools, 
receiving excellent reviews. Expertise in personal finance is not required for teachers to 
use Money Math in the classroom; questions and answers are clearly provided in the 
book.
